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ROLLING ELONGATED COINS AT FISHERMANS WHARF - by Abe Gefter TEC #121 

New York, N.Y. 

I have visited San Francisco many times, as our younger daugh¬ 
ter lives there and every time I went there I am still fascinated 
by this cii^r. 

My wife Anna and I have traveled extensively and we have visit¬ 
ed many famous cities in France, Italy, Russia, Israel, Japan, and 
Taiwan and our own United States. Yet San Francisco is very dif¬ 
ferent from all the cities I’ve seen. 

San Francisco is a city of hills running east, west, north and 
south, with its majestic Golden Gate Bridge, with its famous cable 
cars and its familiar bell ringing and Lombard Street, the worlds 
crookedest street. Lombard Street is lined with beautiful flower 
beds and automobiles can travel down only but never up. 

One of San Francisco's main attractions is the worlds famous 
*Fisherman r s Wharf” which is lined with equally world famous res¬ 
taurants, yachts and fishing boats by the hundreds. Surrounding the 
Fishermans Wharf are botique shops and art stores galore. 

Nearby is ”Ghirardeli Square”, this is not a square, actually 
it is a complex of stores on several open level b built on the roof 
tops of several buildings which formerly housed a huge chocalate 
factory. The whole complex is artistically filled with shrubs and 
flowers which give it a park like atmosphere. 

My favorite spot is the Fishermans Wharf. One can see on the 
sidewalk in front of the restaurants every type of mouth watering 
sea food prepared in front of your eyes and the aroma is overwhelm¬ 
ing.

I introduced myself by showing him my 1977 TEC membership elon¬ 
gated coin and I presented him with a Statue of Liberty elongated 
coin. He was delighted to receive it and he in turn presented me 
with his elongated coins. 

The elongated coins he was rolling were on 1977 pennies and 
were not colored so the back would show. So I picked out a couple 
of my older pennies from my pocket and he rolled them for me at 250 
a piece. This I considered very reasonable since this elongated 
coin may be unlisted. In a little while we were surrounded by a 
large curious crowd watching perhaps for the first time in their 
life how an elongated coin was being rolled. 

By this time my family reminded me that we had a big dinner 
appointment and we had to leave in a hurry and I was not able to 
find out this rollers name and address. Would this roller be the 
one mentioned in Doug Fairbank”s story ’’Mystery Roller Identified” 
TEC NEWS Volume XII No. 1? I shall remember this particular visit 
to the Fishermans Wharf for a long time. I enjoyed every minute of 
my visit there.

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STORING ELONGATED COINS by Sally Kirka TEC #16 

Manchester, Conn. 

I received a letter from Ronald P. Vanderbur of 2332 E. 10th 
Street, Anderson, Indiana 46012, who wrote and told me how he had 
stored his elongated coins. He has a very good idea and its sort 
of interesting and maybe some of the members would like to try his 
idea. I have a feeling each person will find his own way she or he 
will store their elongated coins, but Ronald’s Idea is a very good 
one too. 

Ronald bought those larger file cards, 4"x6 n and on one side 
with a marking pencil he writes from whom he received the elongated 
coin, the date etc. Then he marked down what the coin is, who had 
rolled it and on what kind of a coin it is. Then on the last few 
lines it tells who gave him the coin, or if he bought it, he records 
from whom. The elongated coins are put in holders and each coin is 
then stapled to the card. These are all kept in a neat file where- 
ever a person keeps them, hopefully in a bank. 

Everything is so neatly done that this is really a very good 
idea to follow. Ronald sent me three samples to look over and I’m 
very well pleased with this idea. If you do this as neat as he did, 
you will have a very nice record of your elongated coins. Anytime 
Ronald wants to look up one of his coins he can do this very easily 
and everything is recorded on this file card. 

What I really got a kick out of seeing is how the TEC member¬ 
ship card and elongated coin was recorded. The TEC membership card 
is held in place with those photo comer stickers that you place on 
the corner of photos when you place them in a photo album, and then 
it is placed on a file card. It really looks very nice and again a 
very nice idea. 

If you members have other ideas on how you store your elongated 
coins, why not write about it and let other TEC members know how 
you are storing yours. The TEC members may like it and may just try 
your idea. 

Thank you Ronald Vanderbur for sharing your idea with us and 
just maybe some one will like your idea and will do the same as you. 
We learn from each other. 

Just the other day Barbara Izzo was over my house and showed 
me how she stores her elongated coins and her idea was good too. I 
will ask her to write an article for us herself.

I think a good reference hook such as the one Lee Martin and 
Dottie Dow are planning is a very good idea and anyone who collects 
elongated coins, should have a copy around. Especially if a member 
intends to buy or sell elongated coins. One way of stopping dealers 
and sellers from not listing coins so they can make money and take 
advantage of buyers is to put a notice in large letters at the very 
beginning of such a reference book to warn buyers that the coins 
not listed are doubtful and ’’let the buyer bewars". Or let buyers 
know they may be buying a pig in a poke. This warning should be re¬ 
peated several times. I have been asked all kinds of weird prices 
every time I show interest in a coin that some coin shops might 
have laying around among other coins. I've had a dealer tell me 
that a common coin, because it was elongated was very rare as the 
mint was testing the metal and it was worth x amount of dollars. I 
guess some sucker will come along sooner or later and will pay the 
high price he is asking. When I told him ”they are quite common”, he 
gives me a look as if I was trying to cheat him. 

It also seems if rollers and dealers would keep their prices 
in line. It would be a great boon to the collectors and bring many 
more people into the collecting of the elongated coins. The more 
people who buy will mean that the more collectors there will be in 
the future. 

In the July-August-September issue I see the members are still 
not getting articles in for the TEC NEWS. You would be surprised 
how many of the members would love to read what you have to say 
about elongated coin you have or where and how you got them and 
your description of your elongated coins. Let us know if they were 
rolled on tokens, pennies, dimes, nickels, quarters, halves, etc. 
There is so little current information we are really hungry for some 
really good stories and think of the nice elongated coin you will 
receive for writing about what you have. Make up a list and adver¬ 
tise in TEC NEWS and I'm sure you will sell anything you have, but 
keep your prices whitin reason. So tell us more about, your collec¬ 
tion and your articles will be more appreciated. My own collection 
is quite small.

Boy was I glad I had 
bonght a few sets at that time for the $15. a set. I have many of 
her beautiful P.N.Covers in my collection and have won the "Best of 
Show" around fifteen times on them. Each time I had exhibited any of 
my P.N.Covers I won a prize on them. Her Canadian set of P.N. Cov¬ 
ers also won every time I exhibited them too. I also show the coins 
painted and this makes the exhibit stand out. 

Later I received some P.N.Covers that Lloyd E. Wagaman had made 
with his elongated coins in them. He made some special P.N.Covers 
and the one I’m very proud to own, is the one of their anniversary 
P.N.Covers. Again, Lloyd Wagaman too has made some outstanding P.N. 
Covers and I'm just as proud of each and everyone that I have of 
his as I am of Dottie Dow's.

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BOOKS - THE ANSWER TO KNOWLEDGE by Angelo A. Rosato TEC #23 

New Milford, Conn. 

Ignorance, unawarenees, or unenlightement are a few words to 
describe the unfortunate situation in the elongated hobby when it 
comes to knowing the answers to some important questions. 

It is with certainty that the elongated hobbiest has for a long 
time acknowledged the tremendous importance for the need of guides 
or reference volumes in elongateds. The collector has long been 
confronted with the lack of factual information. This is not to say 
that the reader so far, has realized that there is only a basic 
knowledge in elongateds through the two or three already published 
works, all a very courageous effort, and very much appreciated. How 
ever, there is still an element of speculative or temporary vague¬ 
ness in many areas of elongated proficiencies. There is a definite 
needfullness for the enlightenment of all facets connected with the 
elongated hobby. There is also a need to smooth out the intricate 
and complex label, classification, or the identity known to all of 
us as the "rolled out" coin. 

What then is the answer? Has the elongated collector given a 
serious thought to the importance of elongated guide or reference 
books? Can the collector truly understand the need for facts? We 
indeed are most unfortunate not to have a wealth of knowledge avail¬ 
able in elongateds as we are fortunate in other areas of numisma¬ 
tics. It is a fact that we have less information in elongateds than 
any other types of collecting. There is no comprehensive catalog! 
There is no classic work during this period! An abundance of in¬ 
formation there is not, but the two major works by Dottie Dow and 
Lee Martin are most indispensable. These two works have been very 
essential and a vital principal in the survival of the elongated 
hobby thus far. However, with no intent to goad these two important 
contributions, we are still unversed, unaware and ignorant in elong¬ 
ated expertise. 

Again then, what is the answer? The answer of course is simply 
the need for more books! Should anyone get the idea that books are 
not that important, then consider please where would the informa¬ 
tion come from. With out books only whimsical, speculative and even 
imaginary thoughts could slant a correct answer. This can only pro¬ 
duce failure and a slow downfall in the hobby. Books and more books 
therefore, have the resources to reality, truths, statistics, par¬ 
ticulars and specifics. Books may also scan the areas of proven 
actuals, exactness, accuracies, correctness and authenticities. 

Having confronted the perplexities of putting together a work 
on the subject of elongateds for more than nine years, I can only 
express a deep sadness for having recently learned of the lack of 
response towards the interests in good elongateds books. I say this 
with some reservation in the hope this Is not totally true. However 
through recent and much correspondence with Lee Martin, he was dis¬ 
enthralled in the last letter to me. I have encouraged, praised and 
applauded him for his efforts for the recent attempt in a new work 
on the subject covering all the older elongated coins. He has long 
known of my laborious and herculean endeavors in application of the 
"modem elongateds*" We are both convolved in a lacework of the 
"old" and the "new" elongateds. We both understand the exertion, 
grind and sometimes wearisome intricacies of the work. His disap¬ 
pointment mentioned the meager reaction of orders for his book. He 
reminded me not to expect any great dazzling response for mine.

I cant say I was exasperated for the unresponsiveness from the 
collectors for his booh. I too had similar sluggish requests for 
my book after my article appeared in the July-Sept. 1977 TEC NEWS. 

Having taken a moment in my last article to express the scope 
of my work and explain a few reasons for the long delay in comple¬ 
tion, I felt there would be a better understanding. I did not eval¬ 
uate the poor response in my request for interested subscribers. 
The few names sent to me, I have registered in my files. The sub¬ 
dued interest for my book has in no way decelerated my ambitious¬ 
ness to push ahead with the work. The historic value has no re¬ 
course but to forge ahead! I will not submit to a cessation at this 
point. I will continue to strive for a complete manuscript in every 
aspect, facet and feature for the book! once complete, I will then 
determine by any apparent appreciable interest if the manuscript 
will ever go to press. Having read every issue of TEC NEWS since 
that of Vol. 1, No. 1 Aug.-Sept.-Oct. 1966, I have heard the cries 
from the many for more information in elongateds. Books are not 
easily made, but they are on their way! A book represents months in 
to years of diligent research and work. They contain answers even 
to the most obscure questions. With the everyday pursuit of our 
hobby, we must consider and support the books as the fundamental 
fountainhead for knowledge. Those of us who have taken on the res¬ 
ponsibility to record the information, or a segement of historic 
data, have been compassionate for the essential needs in elongateds. 
So through a book we can become aware, enlightened and free of ig¬ 
norance. 

To recapitulate what I have outlined in the first portion of 
this writing, the key then to knowledge for the collector is 
through books, any book, no matter to what extent of information it 
may provide. A real book is not one that we read, but one that read 
us! I have a favorite quote about books, by Amos Bronson Alcott: 
"That is a good book which is opened with expectation and closed 
with profit.”

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MORE IDEAS EOR ELONGATED GOINS by Sally Kirka TEC #16

There are many things you can do with elongated coins. Here 
are some of the things I have made with elongated coins. 

I have made many paperweights of different styles and they 
always look nice on your desk, or make a very nice gift for your 
friends. I have elongated coins in tiny lucite bottles and I made 
one out of a fancy mini bottle. I couldn't make to many as my mold 
didn't last. I have elongated coins in glass bottles, as I would 
ask the glass blower to make me some little thing and put my elong¬ 
ated coins in them. When you see a glass blower at a fair, ask him 
to make you a few mini bottles and put an elongatedooin in them. 

I have had many different pin buttons made with an elongated 
coin on them. Some are only one or two of a kind. This again can be 
done at the fairs, as there is a man at most fairs making pins and 

mirrors as you watch. That is where most of the bracelets with the 

elongated coins were made. This is why you may find an elongated 
coin with a hole at each end. This looks nice, but your hand may 
turn green from the copper pennies if not plated. 

There are also wooden postcards that can be made with elongat- 

eds. This can cover a few things in the numismatic world. It could 

be called a wooden postcard, wooden money and with an elongated 
coin on it, it covers elongated coins too. When you have these can¬ 
celed as I do each year they are then called Philatelic Numismatic 
Covers. The way I do It is I make wooden money postcard size with 
elongated coins in mind. 

I have a beautiful elongated coin ring made by Bob Luchtman 
that he gave to me. This was made special as I know it will always 
be one of a kind. I love to wear this to the coin shows, as thats 
when people notice the ring. Sometimes I have to prove to them that 
it is a real silver dime. It sure was once, but its now a beauti¬ 
ful ring with my picture on it. 

I even had a friend cut out some elongated coins for me. I gave 
the rolled out elongated coin to my friend and he cut Lincoln out 
the way it was rolled. I had these made into earrings and a necklace 
for myself. There are many dealers like Bob Luchtman who sell roll¬ 
ed coins in earrings and necklace sets. Bob sent me a set with the 
Zodiac sign of the month of December. This set is really beautiful 
and nice to wear. 

Now if you have a rolling machine you can roll the coins about 
inches, or longer and then I make this into a necklace. I also 
tried rolling the dimes just a little so the coin was about an inch 
long, or less. This proved a nice size earring and I really liked 
it that way. No, I don't make these for sale, I'm only telling you 
what I have in my collection. 

I also have the longest elongated coin made and the tiniest mini 
coin rolled. I put these in a frame and exhibit them as this is 
interesting for others to see. Maybe someone else has a longer one 
but who really cares. I'm just writing of what can be made with 
elongated coins. 

I remember a few years back I bought a whole sheet of about two 
dozen key chains and the elongated coins were in lucite. I bought 
them all as I didn’t have the elongated coins in my collection. Al¬ 
so it was cheaper buying them, than ma k i n g them myself. Others just 
drill the hole in the elongated coin and add this to the key chain 
and that is alright too, but they wear better in lucite.
